ADVISORY ACTION 

The proposed amendments and arguments are not deemed sufficient to overcome the 
103(a) rejection over EP 217,142 of the previous office action. The instant claim contains a 
proviso that "Z^* and Z^* do not together form unsubstituted piperidinyl, . . to exclude the 

reference disclosed compound no. 156 (in page 46) wherein -G(0)NZ^*Z^* is 
However, the claims continue to include compounds wherein Z and Z together form a 
substituted piperidinyl, which substituents may include an alkyl, e.g., a methyl group. Therefore, 
the instant claims include structural analogs of the reference compound, e.g., a structural 
homolog when Z^* and Z^* together form a methyl substituted piperidinyl. The reference genus 
includes a substituted carbamoyl in the definition of which carbamoyl definition includes the 

group (piperdinocarbamoyl) and therefore, the instant claims continue to fall within the 

genus taught in the reference. Applicant proposed amendment deletes the term 'substituted 
alkyl' from the definition of Z , however, this alone is not seen to overcome the 103 rejection as 
explained above.
